Following an uncalled for provoke 
and attack last night, Sam Buckner, 
Colored, plunged a knife 
into 
the 
breast of Omer “Dude* Pea, and it 
was thought for a while that the lad 
would die from the wound. 
How­ 
ever, he is not entirely out of danger 
and his attending phy sician, Dr. Will 
C. Coleman say s he might y et die of 
the injury , should 
pneumonia 
de­ 
velop. 
Buckner was seated on the bentch 
near the Big Four and I. & C. cros­ 
sing in West Seventh street, waiting 
for a car, when a crowd of six pr 
seven y oung men came along. With­ 
out the slightest provocation or ex ­ 
cuse for raising a disturbance, sev­ 
eral of the number addressed insult­ 
ing remarks to Buckner. 
He made 
no reply but when 
one 
of 
them 
picked up a stone and hurled it at 
him striking him on the side of the 
head. Buckner was moved to action 
and ran 
after the gang 
until 
he 
caught up with them. 
“Dude” Pea 
being the one that threw the stone, 
Buckner centered his attentions on 
him. 
He whipped out a knife from 
his pocket and made a vicious lunge 
at Pea, inflicting a wound which 
might terminate fatally . 
Buckner had been waiting for a 
car and when it came along he got 
aboard and came down town. 
He 
w*as afterwards taken into custody 
by Sheriff King, but the officers were 
loathe to put the colored man in jail 
as he has alway s borne a good repu­ 
tation here. 
Neither did they take 
him to jail until they got word from 
the doctor that the Pea boy might 
die of his wound. 
Buckner is mar­ 
ried and is a hard working man. He 
never was in trouble before, in fact, 
he has alway s been 
highly 
com­ 
mended by whites and blacks alike, 
on account of his good conduct. He 
has alway s been looked upon as a 
■ very desirable eifizen in every re­ 
spect and no end of business and 
professional man 
stand 
ready 
to 
testify in his behalf, if it becomes 
necessary . 
Ou the other hand, it is understood 
that y oung Pea has been conducting 
himself in a reckless 
manner 
and 
making himself generally obnoxious 
in many particulars. He is a son of 
Policeman William Pea, and it has 
long been a standing joke that the 
officers could not control his own 
boy , to say nothing of a community 
After the incident last night Po­ 
liceman Pea hurried to the down­ 
town 
district 
and 
after locating 
Buckner went to the Windsor hotel 
where he asked City Marshal Price 
to go with him and help arrest the 
colored man. 
Apparently 
he 
was 
afraid of him. 
To hi.s superior offi­ 
cer the policeman said: 
“Come Price and help me run this 
fellow Buckner in—he has killed my 
boy .” 
Price lost no time in going with 
him but when they came up^n Buck­ 
ner he was already in the custody of 
Sheriff King. 
Buckner was taken before May or 
Cowring this morning. 
His attorney , 
John F. Joy ce asked that the pre­ 
liminary hearing be postponed, and 
the may or granted the request. 
He 
was released on a *$500 bond which 
was signed by three btwiness men. 
While Buckner was in the may or's 
court his wife came in and saw him 
for the first time since he was ar-

Baglin 
testified before the grand ju ry that he 
had overheard Robinson and one of 
the H einze brothers conspiring to re­ 
move the book s and had interposed 
no objection. 
“N othing rem ains for m e to do bu t 
to com m it you for contem pt,” said 
Ju dge Lacom be a fte r hearing Baglin’s 
adm ission. 
“You had not right to 
stand idly by while m en w ere plotting 
the 
rem oval 
of book s w anted in a 
grand ju ry investigation. 
An officer 
or an employe cannot so act w ith im ­ 
pu nity.”

FOR MONTH OF MAY 
----------r— 


More Favorable Showing Than 


Was Exp ected . 


Washington, June 2.—The treasury | 
deficit for the month of May is shown : 
by the current statement to have been 
$5,453,955, and for the eleven months 
of the current fiscal year a deficit of 
$97,858,102 is indicated. 
The available cash balance was 
$118,979,764 and the working balance 
was $40,329,000. The total receipts for 
May were $55,332,310 and the disburse­ 
ments $58,786,265. 
This showing is much more favor­ 
able than was expected by the officials 
as late as three months ago and indi­ 
cates that the deficit for the full fiscal 
year will fall considerably short of the 
official estimate of $112,000,000. 
The 
working balance is net, however, re­ 
garded as fully adeq uate to the prob­ 
able needs of the treasury for any 
considerable length of time, and w'hile 
the necessity for additional cash is 
not pressing, it is believed that the 
officials will take advantage of the 
present easy money conditions through­ 
out the country by calling on the na­ 
tional depositary banks for the return 
to the treasury of a considerable part 
of their holdings.

He saw nothing to 
cause alarm, but the next moment was 
Jerked to his feet by a stout hand in­ 
serted in his collar: 
“Get up!” commanded a voice in his 
ear. 
“He’s got a right to ord„r you 
to stand!” 
The newspaper man stood obedient­ 
ly, still held by the indignant Virginian 
who had yanked him from the chair. 
That night leaving Petersburg to 
go to Charlotte, the president discov­ 
ered th a t while he had a private car 
and could sleeii in comparative com­ 
fort all the way, any one trying to 
keep up with him would have to 
change cars twice in the night and 
lose any seasonable chance to rest 
Captain Archibald Butt, his military 
aid, discovered this fact and gave It 
to the president 
Mr. Taft at once 
invited the newspaper men of the 
traveling party into his car. 
“There’s no use In you folks having 
a hard night” he said. “I don’t know 
how many extra berths we’ve got in 
this carriage, but Archie,” as the pres­ 
ident calls his aid, “will do the best 
he can. By the way, where’s Jim?” 
Jim was the friend who had been 
ordered to get up. 
He had gone on 
to Charlotte by another route. 
The 
president sincerely expressed the hope 
that he wasn’t “sore” and said good 
night. 
It was found that there were three 
vacant berths in the president’s car, 
so the six newspaper men drew lots, 
and three of them slept on mattresses 
on the floor of the drawing room. 
It 
was comfortable, and, more, important, 
they were on time for the next day’s 
work. 
In the morning the man ordered to 
get up, arriving on another train at 
the same station, walked into the pres­ 
ident’s car. 
Mr. Taft reached out his 
hand and shouted: 
“Why, hello, Jim! 
I haven’t seen 
you for a long time.” 
“You saw me all right yesterday, 
Mr. President,” said the newspaper 
man. 
“Well,” said the president, with mock 
severity, “will you stand up when you 
see me again?” 
“I haven’t been able to sit still 
since,” said the victim of the Joke 
gloomily. 
The president spoke with earnest­ 
ness of his two days at Petersburg and 
Charlotte. 
He felt, he said, that the 
reception, not to him, but to the presi­ 
dent of the United States, was sincere.
